The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Egan in view of Chinn. 

Egan discloses a permeable body for a storm drain in the form of a grating 
having two elevations, the second of which (44) is higher than the first (43), similar to 
that claimed. Egan does not disclose the encapsulation of the body in a filtering 
material. It is known to encapsulate a storm drain grating in a filtering material, such as 



geotextile, as disclosed by the two Chinn patents. It would therefore have been obvious 
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for one skilled in the art to enclose the grating of Egan in such a filter material, to 
prevent silt and small debris from entering the drain. 

3. Claims 17 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The recitation of a filter comprising a permeable body in the form of a plurality 
of interconnected coils having a section with a first elevation and a section with a 
second elevation higher than the first elevation covered by a filter material patentably 
distinguishes over the prior art of record. 

4. Claims 3, 5-12, 14-16 and 19-21 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on October 11, 2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the amendments to claim 1 overcome the rejections made. 
It is submitted that a sewer grate, as disclosed by Egan and Chinn is normally made of 
substantially rigid material, as it is designed to be walked on or driven over. Note also 
that the grate of Egan is disclosed as swinging in one piece, which would require it to be 
substantially rigid. It is also submitted that the geotextile cover of Chinn is flexible, as it 
is disclosed as being an envelope folded back on itself and with a flap which is folded 
and inserted into the opening, thus requiring flexibility.
